WASHING TON'S AN CESTRY, 

Traced Back to "A Malignant Loy- 
alist," 

The American lloo of ancestry of 
Ooorgo Washington, has been clearly 
traced to John Washington, who" 
with his brother Lawrence crossed the 
ocean to Virginia about 10,17. But 
hitherto, says the .Hartford Cournnt, 
It has been Impossible to tako up tho 
family line again in Fnglnnd. An Bug* 
llsh Investigator, Sir Isaac Heard, 
published tho conjecture that these 
two emigrants were sons ot Lawronco 
Washlngian of Sulgrsve, who died in 
lfilS leaving two tenant those namoa. 
Iho conjecture was taken as fact In tho 
"History of Northamptonililro." But 
In 1603 Inane J, Green wood of New 
York first cost a doubt upon it, and In 
19GS CoL Joseph L. Chester demans- 
Iralod conclusively that It could not be 
correal, but having overthrown that 
theory ho offered no othor In Its place. 
Henry F. Waters, n careful student 
of genealogy, has of late been prosecu- 
ting tho search still further. It Is in- 
deed wall thai he has dona so, for, 
after long study or wills nnd othor 
records, ho has reached conolualons . 
which seem Incontrovertible. His 
work Is of couran of national In le cost, 
but It has large local Intorost for. us 
hereabouts, both because, as the 
printed volume explains, a gentleman 
of this city has liberally supported tho 
researches and also bocauso tho 
Washington .family is traced by hlra 
Into Hertfordshire, to ' Trln'g, which 
Is only twcnty-olffht miles from 
Hertford— tho place for which Hart- 
ford was named and from which cauia 
Samuel Stone nnd other original set- 
tlers ol Hartford. 

Tho story ot Mr. Waters' aucceislve 
stops In discovery is as Interesting as 
detect! vo romance. One el no after 
another is. found and followed; one 
paper studied and nnothar; and finally 
he presents what seems a very clear 
asse to show thnt the father of this 
John and Lawronco Washington 
was "Lawrence Washington tho 
younger," sonot Lawrence Washington 
ot Sulgravo. ■ This Lawrence Washing- 
ton tho younger was a young follow 
ot Brosonoso and afterward rooter ol 
Turlolgh. Ho was admitted to that 
living ttt 1632 nnd ejooted front It in 
4613 as- a "malignant loyalist," accused 
ot "Incouraglngothars in that beastly 
vice [ot tippling]" and also that ho 
ffath said "that the pari lament havo 
more papists belonging to thorn In tholr 
-nrmlos than the king had about him or 
In his army, nnd that tho parliament 
armle did mora hurt than the cavaliers, 
and that thoy did nana at all." Hut In 
Wolkor's account" of the sufferings of 
the clergy (London, 1714) It Is said of 
him, on the authority of a Justice of 
the peace, that ho was "sober," 
."worthy," and "pious," niid' It odds: 
"ho was a loyat'porson, nnd had ono ol 
.the beat benefices In tho .parts, nnd 
fhaX was tho only causa of his expul- 
sion, as I varlly bollovo."
